r HAS NOW become aburxUntJy clew that the 
next election will be foutfit largely on the 1 -bo-os of 
Canada's nuclear weapon* policy. This being do. is li 
ktierestlag to note how the country'! four major 
political parties view the matter at the present time. 

The Oonaervative government hes adopted the 
position that Canada atiouid not reach a Arm deciskm 
an acquiring nuclear warheads until the whole quae- 
ton at Western defence is distuned before the NATO 
council meeting in Ottawa In May. At this meeting 
it hopes Canada a role in the armed partnership will 
be clarifted. 

The Liberal Party * stand la that Canada should 
accept nuclear weapon* now, but Immediately start 
negotiations aimed at getting rid at them. • 

The Soda! Credit Party k tmdadded Mr. 
Caouette has made it dear that he will not counte¬ 
nance Canadian forces being armed with nuclear weap- 
(K Mr. Thompson says maybe. 

The New Democratic Party remain* firm on It* 
policy of no nuclear weapons for Canada under any 
drcumstancea. 

Thua are the Canadian people faced with the un¬ 
palatable tact that with the single exception of the 
New Democratic Party no party has voiced a decisive 
policy an the veutiou* q u es tion 

Disheartening aa this may be, Canada ia not the 
only country faced with tndedtion over nuclear de- 
flgnre Within the North Atlantic Treaty Orgamm- 
tion itself things are even more confuting. 

For its part the United States, as the major power 
in the alliance has not hesitated to state that it be- 
hevea that all nuclear weapon*—defensive and otfen- 
tive—should rrmnm under direct American command 
and control. 

The United Kingdom, despite its ag reement to ac¬ 
cept American Polaris missiles under Joint control, 
dots not entirely agree with this concept. Prime Min¬ 
ister Macmillan has, in fact, only recently affirmed 
that Britain will continue to retain her own indepen¬ 
dent nuclear deterrent force outside of NATO (Ameri¬ 
can) command. 

France oppo s es the American view completely. It 
wiD have none of its nuclear forces under NATO or 
Joint Franco-American control. France, according to 
President de Gaulle, must be in sole control at all nu¬ 
clear weapons with which its armed forces an 
equipped. 

West Germany takes a completely opposite view. 
It te willing to take anything and everything in the 
way of nuclear equipment for its armed forces, 
whether they be under joint Gertnan-American con¬ 
trol, NATO control or American control. The only 
drawback to the Adenauer government fulfilling thk 
open policy k the attitude of ita Western European 
NATO partners, who still regard a mibtariaed Ger¬ 
many with some suspicion. 

It k obvious that the whole d ef e nce plan at the 
West must soon be overhauled and realigned to over¬ 
come these conf l ict in g end nolltmltetie policies if the 
Allies are to maintain a unified front. 

In scanning thk larger picture Canadians might 
well forgive their politicians for not being able to 
evolve a cast-iron and Inflexible policy on nuclear 
weapons. The matter k one which extends far beyond 
the scope or national interests alone and one in which 
a unilateral position—simple though it may sound— 
may be aa untenable as it k unrealistic.

Saanich has filed an appli¬ 
cation to the pollution control 
board for permission to dis¬ 
charge treated domestic sew¬ 
age Into Colquitz Creek which 
flows Into Portage Inlet. 

Aid. Geoffrey Edgelow told 
city council recently dipt If 
the Saanich proposal Is earned 
through. It would do ‘'Irrepar¬ 
able harm" to the Gorge as 
a recreational area. 


Sewage effluent, though 
treated to remove dangers to 
healrfa, would be discharged as 
a "fertilizer” which would 
turn the scenic waterway Into 
a "aewage lagoon.” he said. 

City council ailed far re¬ 
ports on the situation from 
the city engineer and medical 
health officer. 

"A number of people are 
concerned about pollution of 
Portage Inlet: at least M 
people contacted me,” said 


Coun. Casey. He said that 
Saanich has no intention of 
pulluting the water wrhlch 
flours Into Portage Inlet and 

the Gorge. 

Chun. Cas e y also wanlad la 
know why a Prospect Lake 
man had to publish a legal 
notice In the newspaper before 
he could get permission to 
build a septic tank. 

“As I understand It It la 
noi necessary to advertise lor 
a septic tank.” he mid. 


Municipal officials apparently 
held up the man's request for 
a building permit on grnunda 
that the pollution control 
board Miould rule on whether 
another septic tank should be 
showed beside the lake which 
Is used for domastlc water 
supply. 

But the pollution control 
board wash'd Its hands of the 
Prospect Lake case, saying 
permission for septic tank In¬ 
stillation normally Is a munici¬ 
pal responsibility.
